tions being placed in good faith upon the same 
transactions and the game documents; apd 
in ‘order to explain these témpestuous 
collisions of opinion; votbing more is neve 
sary than to suppose, as all persons but 
Ministers out of office do, that Ministers, 
whether in or out of office, are fallible. But, 
putting aside these recriminations, the Duke of 
Argyli’s letter presents a view of the course of 
our recent relations with the Ameer which is 
very different from that put forward by the 
Government, and our readers may safély pre- 
sume that in Lord Oranrook’s dispatch and the 
Duke's letter they have before them the main 
lines of the discussion which is ext week to be 
opened in Parliament respecting the conduct 
which has led to the present war. 

We may summarige the present state of the 
controversy by saying that there are now before 
the pubtic three act atcounts of the course 
of affairs. The tirst is that of Lord Cranbrook, 
in which the Ameer's hostility to us is traced to 
the hesitation of the British Government at ya- 
rious times, but especially in 1873, to give a suf- 
ficiently detinite guarantee that we would repel 
Russian aggression upon Afghanistan. This 
view of the case pervades Lord Cranbrook's dis- 
patch, and the estadlishmedt of a firm alliance 
with the Ameer in face of Russia may be ard- 
ed as the key to the policy of the present Gov- 
erument. The second view is that adopted by 
the Duke of Argyll, who agrees that the exist- 
ing difficulty bas afisen from our réjuctance to 
give the Ameer a suflicient guarantee against 
the disturbance of his throne, but who considers 
that the disturbance against which be coveted 
protection was vot that which might have been 
apprehended from Russia, but that which might 
arise from domestic dissension in Afghanistan 
itself. There is, however, a third view of 
the case—that, namely, of which we 
yesterday gave ah account, as having been 
put forward by Sir Heury Rawlinson. Sir 
Henry; as a member of the Indian Count, 
speaks with a knowledge of facts which is not 
far short of that of the two fival Secretaries of 
State, and his account has this much in its 
favor, that it affordé a reconciliation vf the two 
other views. He is disposed to think that shere 
Ali was ip the firstnstacce prejudiced against 
us by our too gubtie distinction id 1873 between 
position as a de facto and a de jure ruler.

EXECUTION OF COSTAFLORAZ. 
Special Digpatch to Tae Tribune 

MonTREAL, Dec. 18.—The execution of the 
murderer Costafloraz took place to-day at St. 
Johns, Quebec. During the last night he slept 
about three hours. At 7 this morning mass was 
said, the prisoner partaking of the communion. 
He stated that he was prepared to die. At 10:30 
the press were admitted. He then looked flusb- 
ed but firm. At 10:45 the Sheriff, in his 
purple and ermine robe and sword, 
attended in the ner’s corridor and 
read tbe usual b-warrant, the 
unfortunate man having first been pinioned by 
the hangman. The prisoner maintained an out- 
ward composure, and, in reply to the death 
warrant, said: I have beard your sentence of 
death, and I am not guilty of the death of 
Mathieu Matheroo.” The rope was placed about 
his neck and he was led down the stairs to the 
scaffold, the priests joining in the procession 
aud reading the litany. On the scaffold he 
asked the hangman to draw the knot tighter, so 

that there should be no mistake, and said: 
GENTLEMEN: I thank my, good friends in the 
County of Iberville, and also in the United States, 
for the kindness that bas been shown me. I have 
been very high in the world, and now I am about 
to tall very low. Himself alone knows that I 
age ity.

Though Costafloraz to the last declared himself 
innocent of the murder, Mr. St. Pierre, an 
eminent lawyer of Montreal, whom the prisoner 
bad first engaged as counsel, to-day states that 
the prisoner had confessed to him his guilt. The 
confession was made at St. Jobn’s during the 
progress of the incuest.,..Costafioraz had drawn 
& map, which Mr. Pierre sffil has itt his posdes- 
sion, designating the exact spot where he mur- 
dered the deceased, it being American territory, 
about an acre anda half from Fort Montgom- 
ery. The prisoner introduced. the matter by 
stating that he was alarmed lest they should 
find that the blows were made with the 
end of the handle of the oar, the jury being 
under the impression they were made with the 
feathered portion. Mr. St. Pierre stopped 
Costafloraz in the midst of his confession, say- 
ing he would bear no more of it, and then re- 
fused to have anything to do with the case. 
Mr. St. Pierre believes Costafloraz made a full 
confession to Mr. Perault, the Vice-Consul of 
France. A gentleman in this city states that 

confessed to him on the day of his 
arrest that he nad murdered Matheron. The 
svecial guardian of the jail now states that 
Costafloraz talked incessantiv to bim at all 
bours of the day and nit, and 
that he told um as many as fil- 
teen different versions of the affair, how 
and when the deed was committed. He u.fold- 
ed to him an ingenious plan by which he (Cos- 
tafloraz) was to obtain anew trial. The guar- 
dian was to go to Walter Peters and pretend to 
belong to Vermont, and giving a fictitious name 
was to say that he knew Costafloraz, and that 
he was not the guilty party, and ii he was want- 
ed as a witness ma new trial to send for him 
any time. All these and many other stories 
would seem to indicate that Costafloraz was 
something of a monomaniac as well as au un- 
mitigated villain.

BARBARITY.

Tuscol A, Neb., De®’ 18.—To-day word was 
received that Ketchum and Mitchell, the two 
men arrested on a charge of murdering Sheriff 
Stevens, of Custer County, had been burned at 
the stake on Loup River, on Wednesday, by a 
band of armed men, who took them from Sheriff 
Gillen, of Keith County, who had them in 
charwe. Stevens was killed by Mitchel] last 
week while attempting to arrest Mitchell 
and Ketchum on a charge of cattie-stealing, and 
after he had shot Ketchum. Sheriff Gillen 
started to take them back to Custer County, 
and, when a few miles out from Plum Creek, 
was surrounded by the band, who took the 
prisoners away from him. Their bodies were 
found about one mile from the Loup River yes- 
terday, burned so that they were scarcely recog- 
nizable. They had evidently been hanged while 
in irons, and afterward the bodies burned to a 
crisp. People hereabouts are greatly excited 
over the matter. Ketchum and Mitchell had 
always been known as peaceable, law-abiding, 


cattle-stealing 

Stevens aud 
Ketchum were hitter enemies, and both had 
sworn to kill each other on sight. There is 
evidence to prove that Steveus exceeded nis 
authority as an officer, and shot Ketchum in the 
arm while his back was turned, at the same 
time that he called upon him to surrender.

“ WHAT ARE YOU GOING TO Do ABOUT IT?’ 

There comes from the South in reply to 
the Northern protests against the practical 
disfranchisement of the colored voters the 
same answer which Boss Twin made to the 
plandered and indignant taxpayers of New 
Tork,“ What are you going to do about it?” 
This is the purport of all the apologies, ex- 
planations, or justifications made by the 
Democratic politicians and newspapers. 
Whether it be a bold and shameless confes- 
sion of the truth of the charges, or an at- 
tempt to belittle and pettifog, or a plea that 
the superior intelligence and more important 
property-interests of the whites are bound to 
prevail over the greater number of the blacks 
wherever the latter are in a majority,—there 
is, in all cases, a reliance upon the presump- 
tion that the control of the matter is inalien- 
ably vested in the local Governments of the 
South, now dominated by the whites, and 
that there is no power which can compel 
them to concede to the blacks the political 
rights guaranteed them by the Constitution. 
In other words, the ex-Confederates of the 
South, restored to their citizenship by the 
magnanimity of the North, and in possession 
of all the machinery of local government, 
declare their purpose of stifling the right of 
the blacks to vote while the whites shall con- 
tinue to enjoy a representation in Congress 
apportioned to them on the basis of the col- 
ored population; and there isa general be- 
lief that the white people of the Northern 
States have no constitutional means for pro- 
tecting themselves from the manifest injus- 
tice of one Southern white man’s vote count- 
ing for as much as the votesof two Northern 
white men. How are you going to help 
yourselves?” and What are you going to 
do about it? are the taunts that come back 
from the Sonth. 

We print elsewhere in this morning’s issue 
a Washington letter to the New York 7’rid- 
une which suggests a proper and lawful 
remedy. Congress may take the Congres- 
sional elections entirely out of the hands of 
the local Governments, and provide 
for their being conducted under the 
immediate supervision of national 
Officers and agents. While such a 
change might be regarded as very radical 
in this country, it would simply be the adop- 
tion of a custom that prevails in all consti- 
tutional Governments. The Empire of Ger- 
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their local Legislatures and police laws, but 
the elections to the Imperial Parliament are 
governed by national law. France has its 
Departments, which correspond in many 
respects to our States, but the elections to 
the Assembly are held under the auspices of 
the Republic. The present Kingdom of 
Italy is made up of several countries that 
were long separate and distinct, which still 
retain their local Governments, but the 
Italian Chambers are chosen under a com- 
mon “national system. Mémbers of Parlia- 
ment in Great Britain are elected under 
laws passed by Parliament. Already Con- 
gress. has exercised its prerogative of con- 
trolling Congressional elections in many 
ways. It has provided that Senators shall 
be chosen by joint ballot of the State Legis- 
| latures when the two Houses fail to make a 
choice on separate ballots; it has required 
thatall elections to the National House of Rep- 
resentatives shall occur on the same day, ex- 
cepting only in States which would need to 
adopt a special amendment to their Consti-

and not merely refrain from denying these 
tights by the passage of any law.

| ions of this article. This is equally true of 
| the Fifteenth Amendment, which guarantees 


that the right of citizens to vote shall not 
be denied or abridged by the United States, 
or by any State, on account of race, color, 
or previous condition of servitude.” If, 
then, any State fails to protect Rll its citizens 
fn the exercise of this right, Congress has 
the constitutional warrant to adopt such 
legislation as may enforce it. In the case of 
Congressional elections the. most direct and 
effective means for enforcing the rights of 
¢itizens ia to enable them to cast their votes 
without any restraint on the part of the laws 
or official machinery of the local Govern- 
ments, — 
This is a remedy which still remains 
in the treatment of the practical dis- 
franchisement of the blacks at the South. 
If the Democrats sneer at it because 
the next Congress will be in their 
hands, we need only remind them that a new 
Congress will be chosen two years hence, 
when anew President is to be elected, and 
there is no doubt as to the result if the main 
issue be whether or not the blacks of the 
South shall be permitted to send Representa- 
tives to Congress. This issue can be neither 
suppressed nor confused while thirty-five 
members of Congress are apportioned to the 
South on account of the black population 
but not one member returned by the colored 
voters. As Mr. Bram pointed out so effatt- 
ively, it is no longer a mere question as to 
whether the negroes be permitted to vote, 
but a question whether the vote of one white 
man in the South be equal to the votes 
of two white men in the Northin shaping 
the affairs of the nation.

“THE SOLEMN PLEDGE OF THE UNITED 
STATES.” 


The observing reader cannot have failed 
to notice that the ordinary money-lender al- 
ways prefaces his announcement of his 
measure of robbery by referring to the 
“solemn pledge of his victim. The Shy- 
lock of the play ignored all other considera- 
tions, and demanded that what was ‘‘ nomi- 
nated in the bond” should be executed. The 
New York Tribune, speaking for the goldites, 
thus appeals to the solemn pledge” as a 
pretext tor the infamous scheme to give an 
extraordinary value to gold. It says: 

The solemn pledge of the United States made in 
1875 was that the legal-tender notes should be 
made redeemable on demand, after a fixed date, 
in the coin of the United States. At that time 
the United States had no coin other than gold in 
which it was possible to redeem its notes, It has 
no coin now, other than gold, in which it would be 
possible to meet for a single week tne demand for 
redemption of notes. The pledge was necessarily 
uncerstood, when it was made, and necessarily 
understood now, Ss 4 pledge to redeemin gold 
coin. Conseauently the legal-tender nas ad- 
vanced, not only far beyond its market value, con- 
sidered as a promise to pay 412% grains of stand- 
ard silver, but beyond the actual market value 
either of the standard silver dollar, or of the 
trade dollar containing 420 grains of standard 
purity. Redemption of notes, as payment of any 
other coin indebtedness of the United States, in 
standard silver dollars. would be a violation of the 
intent and meaning of a solemn pledge of the 
public faith, as understood by Congress when it 
was e, and by the executive departments and 
the whole people to this day, Such an act of bad 
faith would not restore, but would undermine and 
break down the pablic credit. 

This statement is both a suppression of 
the truth and a suggestion of falsehood. 
The time for making “‘ solemn pledges ” as to 
contracts between creditors and debtors is 
when the debt is incurred and the contract 
for payment is made. The United States 
have three forms of debt: Bonds issued 
prior to July, 1870, bonds issued under the 
Funding act of July, 1870, and legal-tender 
Treasury notes issued under the act of 
February, 1862. These debts are payable 
according to the contracts made under the 
law authorizing the indebtedness. Now, 
what were the contracts? We will state 
them briefly : 

1. As to the bonds and notes issued under 
the act of 1862 and subsequent acts. The 
second section provides for their payment 
as follows: 


Sec. 5, That all duties on imported goods shall 
be paid in cis. aud the coin so paid shall 
be set apart as a ~~ fund, and shall be applied 
as follows: (1) To the payment in coin of the in- 
terest on the bonds and notes of the United States, 
(2) To the purchase or payment of 1 per centum of 
the entire debt of the United States, to be made 
each fiscal year after the Ist day of July, 1862, 
which is to be eet apart as a sinking fund, and the 
interest of which shall in like manner be applied to 
the purchase or payment of the public debt as the 
Secretary shail from time to time direct. 


2. As declaratory of the intention of Con- 
gress to adhere to the original contract for 
payment, in 1869 was passed a joint resolu- 
tion that it is hereby declared that the 
faith of the United States is solemnly pledged 
to the payment in coin, or its equivalent, of 
all the obligations of the United States not 
bearing interest, known as the United States 
notes.” 

3. The act of 1870 authorized the funding 
of all the 6 per cent bonds outstanding in 
bonds of lower rate of interest, such new 
bonds to be ‘‘ redeemable in coin of the pres- 
ent standard value,” the bonds to have this 
stipulation expressed on their face. 

These were the contracts made between 
debtor and creditor. The payments were to 
be made in the coin of the United States, 
gold and silver being then the standard coins 
of the United States. The only stipulation 
was thatin the act of 1870, that the weight 


of the metal in the cdinage should not be 
| changed, but was to be of the standard exist- 


ing in 1870. There is no power to change 
these contracts. The ‘solemn pledge” of 
the United States was to pay the greenbacks 
and all the other debt in coin—gold or silver 
—of the United States at the op the 


| debtor, just as all the other de the 


United States had been payable trois 1703 
down to the contracting of these debts. 

The fact that in 1873 Congress discontinued 
coining the silver dollar in no wise altered 
| the contract with the creditor ; the fast that 
in 1875 the coinage of the silver dollar was

When the Resumption act 
was passed, it was not a new contract; it

It would have made no differ- 
ence whether Congress had in 1873 snspended 
the coinage of both gold and silver, the oon- 


| tract would have remained thé same. The 


act of 1875 did not change the original 
contract, but declared that in January, 1879, 
the Government would execnte that contract 
of 1862 to redeem the legal-tender notes in 
coin.” 

That it was the intention of Congress in 
1876 to provide for resumption in gold, and 


| that such was the understanding, and that 


“the pledge was negessarily understood 
when it was made, and is mecessarily under- 
stood now asa pledge to redeem in gold,“ 
is flatly contradicted by the fact that as late 
as March, 1876, so eminent a statesman as 
Beuator Conxxina was not aware that the 
silver dollar had been demonetized, and that 
even on that same day Senator donn Suen- 
man deliberately told the Senate that he did 
not know whether that dollar had been de- 
monetized in 1858 or in 1873, but he thought 
it had been done in 1853,—twenty years be- 
fore the Resumption act. How could Mr. 
Cox, on the ground that the silver dol- 
lar had been demonetized, vote to resume in 
gold exclusively, when he did not know fo? a 
year later that the silver dollar had ceased 
to be a standard legal-tender dollar? | 

This talk about a solemn pledge” to 
tedeem the greenback in gold is the cant of 
the thief that the world owes him a living 
which he intends to take. That gold was in 
general use in this country from 1834 dowr 
to 1878 is true, and true because in that year 
Congress reduced the weight of pure gdid in 
the gold coin some 6 per cent, reducing it 
below the value of the silver coin. Being 
the inferior coin, that ia, the cheaper, it 
became of general use, to the exclusion of the 
more valuable silver. The option to pay in 
cheap gold or dear silver continued from 1834 
to 1878, and the cheaper coin alone was used. 
The pledge was to pay the public debt in 
| coin, at the option of the Government, and 
the Shylocks and money-thieves seek, by 
hypocritical protestations of honor, to per- 
vert that pledge into a contract to pay debts 
in coin whose value is made 20 per cent 
greater than ordinary by the combinations 
of the money-lenders, weak Governments, 
and corrupt executive agents, to advance the 
value Of gold and depreciate that of all 
other descriptions of property. The coun- 
try demands as a protection against this 
destructive. combination the unrestricted 
coinage of the silver dollar, Restore the op- 
tion, and the national honor will take care of 
itself, 

THE “SECOND BATCH” AND THEIR 
FRIENDS. 

It is to be confessed that our Congressmen- 
elect do not figure in a very exalted light in 
the revelations made as to their recent visit 
to Washington. 

The second batch” of those convicted 
of being concegned in the whisky frauds 
upon the revenue are those who were given 
over to justice by the “‘ first batch.” While 
the first batch have generally escaped both 
from criminal and civil responsibility, their 
less fortunate and perhaps less guilty associ- 
ates have been most severely punished, 
hounded, impoverished, and prohibited from 
engaging in any business. In general esti- 
mation the immunities, pardons, and re- 
leases, especially of the greater offenders, 
have been so lavish and profuse that it looks 
somewhat like persecution to pursue the 
smaller gentry 80 pertinaciously and 
so vigorously.

ernment the appeal. How far this petition 
was signed is questioned, as all was done in 
secrecy. Messrs. Bann and Davis went to 
Washington, where Mr. Atpricu was already. 
The whisky men were also there. From all 
accounts the Congressmen were willing to 
oblige the whisky men, provided it was kep 
secret. All at once it was announced by o 
Washington correspondent that the whisky 
men were having their cause espoused by the 
Congressmen-elect, and forthwith the Con- 
gressmen-elect grabbed their baggage and 
fled home to Chicago, Ever since there have 
been statements and denials, equivocations 
and protestations, and now the whisky men 
are coming home to teil of the perfidy of the 
Congressmen. 

The whole thing is not worth a tithe of the 
trouble the parties have given themselves. 
All that Messrs. Barner, Davis, and Ar Dre 
had to do was to favor the appeal of the 
whisky men if they approved it, or to have 
nothing to do with it. Their whole trouble 
ig in the lack of courage to do openly what 
they seem to have been willing to do secret- 
ly.. Had they signed the petition and stood 
by it, no one would have censured them. in the 
least for doing what they thought was right; 
their folly has been due to moral cowardice ; 
they were afraid to avow publicly what they 
undertook to do privately and _ secretly. 
Candor is always the best policy, and the 
want of it in this case has led all engaged 
into a serious torrent of trouble,

DOES PROHIBITION PROHIBIT? 

We have bad frequent occasion of late to 
investigate the question whether prohibition 
prohibits,—in other words, whether it is pos- 
sible to so restrain a man’s appetites by the 
use Of force in the shape of a policeman’s 
club, or by the terrors of imprisonment, 
that he will refrain from drinking spirituous 
liquors. In the investigation of this prob- 
lem the most direct route to a solution is not 
the advancing of fine-spun theories as to the 
propriety or advisability of prohibitory legis- 
lation, but the gathering of facts and statis- 
tics in States where prohibitory laws have 
been put in full operation. It is not the 
question, Ought not legislation to prohibit 
drinking? that is to be answered, but Does it 
prohibit, where it has had the advantage of 
the machinery of the courts to apply it in 
full : ? In the course of these investi- 
gations we have had oceasion to examine 
the workings of prohibitory laws in Maine, 
where the plan originated, in New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, and 
Rhode Island, and found in each case that 
they were barren of permanent results. In 
five of the New England States prohibition 
does not prohibit, and the traffic in liquor 
thrives in the face of the law. We now 
| have a fair opportunity to judge of its re- 
sults in the remaining New England State,— 
Connecticut, the land of steady habite,”

by the use of a little ingenuity, obtain all 
they want with perfect ease. and with im- 
munity from penalty either to the buyer or 
seller. The traffic goes on just the same a 
before the majority of the people said the 
minority should not drink, with this differ- 
ence, that, in consonatice with “* the cussed- 
ness of hüman nature, they drink all the 
more out of pure spite, as a protest against 
interference with what they regard as their 
personal rights. 

The methods for avoiding the are 
unique and ingenious, as well as eot in 
their operation, A dorrespondent of the 
New York Herald—whose amusing letter is 
elsewhere printed—writing from that place, 
gives some of them. One of the most per- 
fect in its operation is a pexipatetic saloan, 


flat bottle, and in the 
other a mull tumbler. When no one is ap- 
proaching, the saloon stops in front of the 
customer, and behind the screen of the over- 
coat he is served without difficulty, and de- 
posits his money in one of the pockets, 
wheretpon the saloon walks off to the spot 
where it knows the next customer will be. 
It is economical as well as handy, as there 
can be no fights or breakages in the saloon, 
and there is @ saving on gas, rent, fuel, and 
other expenses, which are incidental to the 
stationary shop. In Norwich, where the 
liquor traffic was abolished long ago, there 
is even more business done in this manner 
than in New London. Liquor now does not 
appear in barrels, casks, or demijohus, but 
in the convenient flat bottle which fits the 
pocket, and the demand for these has be- 
come so great that the glass-faotories are 
doing a good business. The druggists 
also are doing a flourishing business in bit- 
ters, schnapps, and tonics, which are com- 
pounded of the poorest quality of whisky, 
disguised with flavoring extracts. The young 
men about town manage to circumvent the 
operation of the law with the well-known 
club-room dodge, by which they can drink in 
privacy and only in the society of their own 
associates. In all these ways,” says the 
Herald correspondent, *‘ there is so much 
liquor consunged that many who voted against 
the license system now regret their action, 
and there is a pretty general impression that 
at the next election the majority will vote 
in favor of permitting licenses again.” 

The operation of the law m one city may 
be taken as a fair sample of its operation in 
all. It has been the universal experience 
that the law can only be carried out in 
remote country villages where the sentiment 
of the people is almost unanimous in its 
favor, and where the doings and goings of 
every person are known to every other per- 
son. The result in Connecticut will be the 
same asin other States where prohibitory 
laws have been enacted. They will remain 
on the statute-books as dead letters except 
in rural and remote localities. In view 
of such barren results, how much longer will 
the Prohibitionists seek to enforce their 
views through the inoperative machinery of 
politics and the courts and neglect the great 
moral agencies by which other vices are stic- 
cessfully antagonized ? 


A SQUEEZED ORANGE. 

The familiar simile of the squeezed orange 
applies with peculiar pertinence to Egypt. 
If ever a country was squeezed to the very 
last drop to minister to the reckless ex- 
travagance and almost criminal expenditures 
of one man, it is that unfortunate Egypt, 
whose people have been systematically 
ground down into the dust, and stripped and 
plundered to satisfy the caprices and follies 
of the alien Turk who rulesthem. Five 
hundred millions of dollars borrowed from 
England and France by the Khedive have 
been flung to the winds in larger part; and 
four millions of people—squalid, physically 
debased, without the methods or improve- 
ments of civilization, toiling like slaves to 
wring a precarious living out of the ground— 
have been squeezed to pay the interest on 
this colossal debt for so small a suzerainty. 
There is a little to show for it in a 
half-starved army and feebie navy, but 
by far the larger part of it has 
been squandered upon palaces, seraglios 
opera-houses, and riotous living, which after 
a time became.so notorious that every adven- 
turess in Europe made her way to Egypt to 
get her share of the plunder, and it was the 
hight of a prima donna’s ambition to get an 
engagement im Cairo or Alexandria; where 
her perquisites were enormous. There comes 
a time, however, in the history of every 
spendthrift when he must stop and consider 
or find himself going over the precipice, The 
Khedive reached that time in 1876, when the 
rapid increase of his own debt and the utter 
insufficiency of the public revenues alarmed 
him and his creditors to such an extent that 
he was compeiled to farm out his revenues 
to the accredited agents of England and 
France. When Egypt passed into his hands it 
was a country rich in resources that had never 
been systematically developed, and betore 
his time it had been governed without debt or 
extortion, though in a barbarous way. The 
Khedive, as we have said, launched out into 
the wildest extravagancies and speculations, 
and for thirteen years has gone from bad fo 
worse, until the appearance of bankruptcy 
at his door drove him of necessity into the 
hands of -his creditors, who proceeded to ad- 
minister the estate. The Khedive’s reckless- 
ness even then was not fairly kept in check, 
and no prospect of accommodating the cred- 
itors looked feasible until the Khedive and 
his family had turned over their separate 
estates. The trustees have been in authority 
just two years. During that time they have 
controlled the revenues and limited expendi- 
tures and exacted guarantees to protect them- 
selves in the performance of their duties. A 
correspondent of the London Times states 
that the whole sum paid by the Commission. 
ers of the Public Debt during the two 
years ending Nov. 18, 1878, has been 
412,320,901, and this sum does not include 
the payments made on account by the Daira 
debt or the Khedive’s personal account. In 
other words, within two years over sixty 
millions of dollars have been sent out of 
exhausted Egypt, wrung out of four millions 
of equalid, poor, and helpless tillers of the 
ground, to satisfy the merciless English and 
French creditors. The Gaschen Decree, 
under which they take the revenues of the 
country, is to all intents and purposes a 
decree of slavery. The Egyptian Fellahs 
are in as abject a condition of slavery as 
were the old Jews when they served their 


: 


Egyptian taskmiasters, and without the 


debts which were incufred without: their 
consent, and which have never benefited 
them to the value of ‘a farthing. Ik justice 
were ever meted out to royal offenders, the 
Khedive of Egypt would be put at hard labor 
for the rest of his life, and be compelled t 
pay his pro rata of the indebtedness he so 
wiekedly and unjustly incurred, In view of 
the miseries of the Egyptian people, it in not 
creditable to English justice or humanity 
that the creditors are still busily devising 
ways and means to squeezé more out of this 
exhausted country and worn-out people.

THE ST. PAUL TROUBLE.

r. Paul, Minna Dec. 13.—Merrill and Gault, 
ofthe Milwaukee & St. Paul Company, and 
Drake and Bishop, of the 8t. Paul & Sioux City 
Company, have been in conference to-day with 
a prospect, as Gen. Bishop informs your corre- 
spondent, of making a satisfactory compromise 
of the pending difficulty regarding tke right-of- 
way for a new short line to Minneapolis.

doubt not that the people all along the line 
of such a road will regard it with similar inter- 
est and desire.

They are as eager as your people to find 
relief. Wide Gauge” has evidently glanced 
over the maps of Illinois and Iowa, aod found a 
desirabie lme to build a short and cheap road 
from Chicago to Council Bluffs.

SOUTHERN FRAUDS. 


The Democrats Sneering at the Present 
Agitation in the North Over the Atracious 
Crimes Against Free Suffrage—What Re- 
publicans Can Do. 

Correspondence New York Tribune. 

Wasnixdrox. D. C., Dec. 9. What are you 
going to do about it?” asked the Democrats in re- 
gard to the Republican agitation of the late clec- 
tion frauds in South Carolina and the alleged vio- 
lence in Louisiana. ‘‘If any laws have deen 
violated, they are State laws, and the States must 
be left to deal with the offenders. Neither your 
force legislation, nor the Constitutional amend- 
ment upon which it is based, reaches these cases. 

The Supreme Court bas decided this. This whole 

stir is made for the purpose of arousing sectional 

strife and to enabie the Republicans to gain a party 
advantage. 
The belief seems to de pretty general among 

Democrats, and to be shared to some extent by Re- 


ublicans, that no further legislation under the 

ifteenth Amendment is possible; that the En- 
forcement act itself has been declared by the Su- 

reme Court to be defective; and that the power of 

ongress extends only to preventing the States 
from passing laws discriminating against the col- 
ored people in the matter of suffrage. . 
But the ground always held by the best Revub- 
lican lawyers mm Congress is that the Fifteenth 
Amendment authorizes Congress to any law 
that may be necessary in order to give it full force 
and effect in spirit as well as inietter. More than 
this, it is held by distinguished Republican Sen- 
ators, and will hardly be denied by Democrats, that 
the origina! Constitation gave to Congress all the 
power necessary to enable it to control all the ma- 
chinery of clections for members of Congress. The 
section conferring this power on Congress is the 
fourth of the first article. and is in part as follows: 

The times, places and manner of holding elec- 
tions for Senators and Representatives shall be pre- 
scribed in each State by the Legislature thereof, 
but the Congress may at any time by law make or 
aller such — except as to the piaces of 
choosing Senators. 

Under this section, Congress has already fixed 
the time of electing both Senators and Representa- 
tives, and has enacted that United States Super- 
visors and United States Deputy Marshals shall be 
present at elections for Representatives, with free 
access to the boxes during the voting and the 
counting of the votes. Under this same authority 
Congress may go still further and declare what 
kinds of ballots shall be used at elections of mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, how they 
shall be received and counted, and even that such 
elections shall and returns made by 
United States officers alone, thus correcting the 
ver ae complained of in rolina. 

impression t an adverse decision in re- 
gard to the scope of the last amendments to the 
Constitution has deen made by the Supreme Court 
grows out of an opinion on the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment in the case of the United States against 
Cruikshank, in which the Court said: 

»The Fourteenth Amendment prohibits the State 
from denying to any person within its jurisdiction 
the. equal protection of the laws. But this pro- 
vision does not, any more than the one which we 
have just considered, add anything to the rights 
which one citizen has under the Constitution 
against another. The equality of the rights of 
citizens is a principle of republicanism. Every 
republican Government is in duty bound to pro- 
tect ail 1te citizens in jhe enjoyment of this princi- 
ple Hit is within its power. That duty was 
originally assumed by the States, and it still re- 
mains there. The oy obligution resting upon 
the United States ie to see that the States do not 
deny the right. This the amendment guarantees, 
but no more. The power of the National Govern- 
ment is limited to the enforcement of this guar- 
antv. 

This decision, it will be seen, refers only to the 
Fourteenth Amendment, and in spite of it the best 
Republican lawyers of the Senate declare that the 
Fourteen‘ hAmendment confers the right to-enforce 
its provisions. The language Nor snall any State 
deprive any person of life, liberty, or property 
without & due process of law. nor deny to any per- 
son within its jurisdiction the equal protection of 
the laws, was, in substance, copied from Magna 
Charta; and it has always been held that the gro- 
hibitaons in that great instrument upon depriving 
persons of rights, or denying protection, meant 
more than the most ‘literal construction of the 
words would mean. They meant that the King 
should insure the enjoyments of these rights as 
well as not deny them. 8o m present instance 
the Fourteents Amendment not only prohibits the 
States from depriving all citizens of civil rights 
by formal enactment. but it makes it the duty of 
the States to take measures to insure all their cit- 
ens in the enjoyment of these rights, and if they 
do not do this then Congress has the power by ap- 

ropriate legislation to enforce the provisions of 


he Constitution. 

it has alreaagy been said that Republicans have 
held in regard to the Fifteenth Amendment that 
Congress has the power to pass many more, and 
more stringent, laws than have yet been enacted in 
order to enforce ite provisions. This was the 
ground held when the Enforcement bill was passed. 
Mr. Carpenter said of it at that time that this 
amendment to the Constitution is ample, and 
clothes Congress with all power te secure the eud 
which it declares shall be accomplished.” Others 
used somewhat similar language. The opinion of 
the Supreme Court in the case of the United States 
against Reeee does not shake this position in the 
least. It simply declares that the Enforcement 
act is defective, as will be seen by the foliowing 
extracts: 

** Rights or immunities created by or dependent 
upon the Constitution of the United States can be 
protected by Congress. The form and manner of 
the protection may be such as Congress in the le- 
gitimate exercise of its legislative discretion shall 
provide. This may be barred to meet the necessi- 
ties of a particular right to be protected. 

»The Fifteenth Amendment does not confer the 
richt of suffrage upon anyone. It prevents the 
States or the United States, however, from giving 
preference in this particular to one citizen of the 
United States over another on account of race, 
color, or previous condition of servitude. Before 
its adoption this could be done. It was as much 
within the power of a State to exclude citizens of 
the United States from voting on account of race, 
etc., as it was on account of age, property, or 
education. Now it is not. If citizens of one 
race, 2 1 are permitted by lav; to 
vote, those of another, having the same qualifica- 
tions, must be. Previous to this amendment there 
was no constitutional guarantee ainst this dis- 
crimination. Now there is. It follows that the 
amendment has G@ivested the citizens of the United 
States with a new Constitutional right which is 
within the protecting power of Co es. That 
right is exemption from discrimination in the éxer- 
cise of the elective franchise on account of race, 
color, or previous condition of servitude. This, 
under the express provisions of the second section 
of the amendment, Congress may enforce by ap- 
propriate legislation. : 

We must, therefore, decide that Congress has 
not yet provided by ‘appropriate legislation’ for 
the punishment of the offense charged in the in- 
dictment. 

If, therefore, it becomes necessary for Congress 
to take the machinery of elections for Representa- 
tives out of the hand of State officers entirely, in 
order to insure bonesty and fair treatment of all 
citizens, it can be done under the authority given 
by the original Constitution. If any State fails to 
insure all its citizens the mghts and immunities 
guaranteed by the Fourteenth Amendment, Con- 
grees can take measures to secure the enjoyment of 
those rights. If the laws passed under the 
Fifieenth Amendment are defective, then they can 
be amended, and an investigation for the pulp se 
of ascertaining whether legislation of either kind 
is necessary is eminently proper. Z. L. W.

of the Insurance Department. Finally, White 
gave the witness a copy of a letter by Furber 
to him, Nov. 30, 1875, which was put inevidence.

od of $700,000 from Edward Matthew, of New 
rk, to the Charter Oak, $500,000 of which was 
to take the place of Furber’s check for that 
sum contributed to the assets then in the * 
of Wiggin.

We are glad to see this work of Prof. Roscher, 


Germany's chief econontist, and certainly one 


thing else on the science of political economy 


which, in many respects, can compare with Prof. 
Roscher’s book. It is the most learned book on

Prof. Roscher’s chief title to distinction is 
that be — whas is called the aistorica l 
school of political economy, and still stands at 
its head. There were political economists be- 
fore Roscher, who were also historians. In fac 
it is impossible to originate anything in politi 
economy without being an historian of the 
tor the past,or of both. But, before 
„ no oe had illustrated political econo- 
my as Sevigny had Roman law, or as Sir Henry 
did. later our own and all other Indo- 
„ law. Roscher, however, has done 
more for volitical economy than either of these 
writers for law. They only illustrated the 
present dy the past. Roscher does this, and at 
the same time has been h 


on a be- 
fore him by means of material taken from the 
monuments of the past. Roscher's method 
will be new to. most English readers of political 

y who are not at the same time readers 

German. But that his method is the safest 

they will feel inclined to beheve when they see 
by a somewhat different road, he has 
results which prove Adam Smith, Mal- 
and Iticardo to have been the discoverers 
and teachers of great economic truths. 

Roscher’s chief merit is, as we have said, that 
he is the founder ot the historical school.

So does Roscher; but, with the keenuess of 
vision for the morat side of economic questions, 
he sees the disadvantages also of the division of 
labor which tend to increase as civilization ad- 
yances. He says (Vol. I., p. 200): 

Where, indeed, the one-sidedness produced by 
the division of labor goes 60 far as to cause the de- 
generation of the workman's personality, the hu- 
wan loss of the nation is greater than the material 

im purchased by it. Thus the occupation of pol- 
shed metals or gilding, when continued for a long 
time without interruption, invariably rains the 
health. What must be the aspect of the soul of a 
workman whofor forty years has done nothing 
but watch the moment when silver has reached the 
d of fusion which precedes vaporization! who 
is blind to all else, but receives a good fat salary 
for his services. » 0 

But the whole man is of more importance than 
the sum of his achievements and enjoyments. 
Luke. ix., 25.] We to the nation where only 
jurists have a developed sense of the right, where 
political judgmentand cujtivated patriotism are 
the portion of only officials and piacewen, where 
only the standing army has warlike courage, and 
the clergy only conscious religiousness; Where 
parents leave all care for education to the teachers 
by profession, and where physical vigor is to be 
found only among the proletarians. ~* 

This passage shows that, while a great political 
economist may be severely scientific as her 
is, he need not, in stating what the laws 
which govern men considered as seeking a liveli- 
hood are, forget that he is a moral being, since 
such latter Jaws cannot be eliminated even in 
ecovomic formulæ. 

» Writing of Socialism and Communism, he 
Assigus as one of the four causes of them the 
following, Vol. I., p. 239: 

Pretensions of the lower classes in consequence 
of a democratic constitution, Communism is the 
logicalty not inconsistent exaggeration of the 
principle of equality. Men who always hear them- 
selves designated as *‘the sovereign people, and 
their welfare is the supreme law of the State, are 
more apt than others to feel more keenly the dis- 
tance which separates theirown misery from the 
superabundance of others. 

There may bea warning here for our grand- 
children, The facts illustrative of this part 
(pp. 240—241) contain a terrible lesson. 

How admirable his definition of money, Vol. 
L, p. 342: 

A commodity, universally in favor, and which, 
on that account, is employed as an intermediary in 
the effecting of exchanges of the most varied 
nature, inthe measuring of all exchange-vailues, 
and asa value-carrier (Nertatrager) in time and 
space. 

The practical character of the historical 
method M@iould recommend it to Americans 
more than to any other people. It is based on 
facta, and no people in the world attach so much 
importance to facts as the American, and no 
people are better able to turn them to account. 

We close with afew reicrences to the appen- 
dices on paper money and tbe protective sys- 
tem. They are both very fall of facts and prin- 
ciples clearly stated. The tone of discussion in 
both, as indeed throughout the whole work, is 
more that of a judge than of an advocate. 
Roscher always sees ali the sides there are toa 

— and hence he is infinitely far removed 


Of paper money he says, Vol. I., v. 455: 

The darkest side to a paper currency severed of 
its due connection with precious metal money 
consists in the vent and violent fluctuations 
of value to which if is subject. The consequence 
of these fluctuations ie that every commercial 
transaction, every credit transaction, and every 
act of savingin which money plays any paftis 
made to bear the impress of a game of chance,—a 
consequence of farand deep reaching influence, 
especially in the higher stages of civilization where 
the importance of commerce, of the credit sys- 
tem, and of money economy as contradistinguish- 
edfrom barter economy is 80 great, producing 
there a state of uncertainty which is otherwise 
peculiar only to baroarous medieval times. 
All this the best business men 
and the best busbandmen more than it docs 
any other class of peopie, and demoralizes the 
whole economy of a nation. . The com- 
pul circulation of paper money is a mach more 
pow land yet a much more simple screw, by 
means of which to practice extortion, than is the 
most taxation or forced loan, and at 
the same time the most comprebensive power 
which Government can possess to carry out botna 
these measures.

MRS. ANNA JAMESON. 

Carlyle says that the history of the world ifs 
but the biography of great men. Whether this 
be true, or whether great men be the product 
of events, rather than the creators of them, 
we shall not here stop to investigate. It suffices 
for our purpose to recognize the fact that his- 
torical events may be best remembered when 
grouped about some central figure, which 
shall be, so to speak, the band that holds to- 
gether those world-sheaves that we call epochs. 
Not less is this the case when we come to liter- 
ary history, which is so largely a thing of 
groups and tendencies. Matthew Arnold’s 
recent publication of Johnson's Six Chief Lives 
of the Poets will illustrate our meaning. He 
regards lives asa valuable point de repere. 
Within certain limits, all literary memoirs have 
this character, of surveyor's marks, defining 
boundaries in a field where therecan be no 
fences. The smallest of litterateurs has neces- 
sarily come in contact with some of the 
greatest, and can give us a fragment of conver- 


sation, a line of pa description, or sume- 
thing relating to great ones, that we would 
not willingly lose. 

Mrs. Jameson was neither great nor small. 
For, while she did pot possess the creative 
facuity, she rose even as compiler and literary 

into far than those 
haunted by encyclopedists and concordance- 
makers. The task she set herselt was to make 
the knowledge of art familiar to the many; to 
break down the walls, surmountable only by 
means of European tours and costly libraries, 
which forbade * aod, through the 
media of graceful essay and apt pictorial em- 
bellishment, to open up to the refined untray- 
eled, vistas of hitherto inaccessible beauty. 
That her work was well done, almost any 
library will show. Her Sacred and Legendary 
Art,” “Legends of the Monastic Orders,” and 
** Le@ends of the Madonna,” make available to 
the general reader a vast body of litcrature, 
Mastrating tee progress and explaining the 
symbolism of Sacred Art, for which he wouid 
otherwise have to seek in a thousand books, in 
a thousand places. Aud these are vot by many 
volumes her jonly contributions on esthetic 
subjects. As one of the carliest of Art 
évangelists, Mrs. Jameson, herself a skiliful 
etcher, aud largely the illustrator of ber own 
works, is entitled to more of our respect and 
admiration than avy of the Egyptian swarm 
under whose endless twaddle the printing- 
presses of the land now groan. For it is easy 
enough to follow the fashion; though to set it 
be no light performance. 

it is not, however, our, intention to dwell 
upon Mrs. Jameson’s many contributions to 
literature, but rather to deal with her Memoirs, 
to the writing of whch her niece, Mrs. Ger- 
ardine Macpherson, was provoked by Miss Mar- 
tineau, of some ef whose posthumous digs her 
aunt was the victim. . Mrs. Macpherson, whom 
many will remember as the wife of a photog- 
rapher at Rome who could boast his relatiou- 
shfp to the discoverer of Ossian, and his own dis- 
covery of Michel Angelo’s “ Ehtombment,“ did 
not live to see her book through the press. 
Widowed in 1573, she died of disease superin- 
duced by toil undergone in support of her chil- 
dren.. Thes@facts we get from a postscript writ- 
ten by Mrs, Oliphgnt, and it seems but just that 
they shou mentioned here. 

rs. Jagneson was born in 1794 in Dublin. She 
was the daughter of Brownell Murphy, an Irish 
patriot, who, by timely withdrawal from the 
United Irishmen, escaped the fate of Emmet 
and Lord Edward Fitzgerald. He was a minia- 
ture-painter of great merit, and from his copies 
of the originals by Sir Peter Lely were made 
the engravings which adorn Mrs. Jameson’s 
Beauties of the Court of Charles II. After his 
aban@onment of the Irish cause Mr. Murphy 
procecded to England, whither he was accom- 
panied by bis wife and his daughter Anna. His 
wanderings were many, aod various were the 
abodes of Anna, until, in her sixteenth year, 
she became a governess in the household of the 
Marquis of Winchester, where she remained 
four years. 

In 1820 Miss Murphy made the acquaintance 
ot Robert Jameson, a handsome young oarrister, 
and a protege of Wordsworth. To him she became 
engaged, but the engagement was soon broken. 
Again accepting a situation as governess, Miss 
Murphy left England to make the grand tour; 
and it was while strolling forsakenly abo'-t the 
museums and galleries of Europe that sue de- 
cided to fill the void in her heart with the study 
ot art. She afterwards found room for Jameson 
also, whom she marriedin 1825. Mr. Jameson 
was a man of ability, as the position of Chau- 
cellor of the Province, which he occupied at the 
time of his death in Canada in 1554, bears wit- 
ness; but he seems to have been wholly unfitted 
by nature for domestic endearments. On the 
first Sunday after his marriage he left his young 
wife in their lodgings, and went to dine and 
spend the evening with friends at whose house 
he had been accustomed to pass that day. They 
had been married but three days. Even a rake 
might have longer endured the society of a 
woman whose appearance three years later is 
thus described by Fanny Kemble: 

She was an attractive-looking young woman. 
with a skin of that dazzling whiteness which gen- 
eraliy accompanies reddish hair, such as bers was. 
Her face, which was habitually refined and spirit- 
uvelle in its expression, was capable of a marvelous 
power of concentrated feeling, such as is seldom 
seen OR any woman's face, and is peculiarly rare 
on the countenance of a fair, small, delicately- 
featured woman, allof whose characteristics were 
essentially feminine. Her figure was extremely 
pretty; her hands and arms migut have been those 
of Mme. de Warens. 

And yet Jameson left all this loveliness and 
innocence for colonial preferment. He tried the 
Island of Dominica, but it was too warm, and 
he speedily sought the congenialeclime of 
Canada. 

Mrs. Jameson had no children, and after her 
busband’s departure was free to ramble where 
she chose. in 1833 we find her in Dresden in 
friendly communion with Ludwig Tieck, of one 
of whose readings she gives the following ac- 
count: 

The company assemdle at 6, and it is advisable 
to be punctual to tae moment; svon afterwards tea 
is served, and he begins to read at 7 precisely, 
when the doors are closed against all intrusion 
whatever, and he reads through a whole play with- 
out pause, rest, omission, Or interruption. Thus 
I heard him read Julius Cesar and the Mid- 
summer Night's Dream (in the Gesman transia- 
tion by himself and Schlegel), and, except Mrs. 
Siddons, I never heard anything comparable as 
dramatic reading. 

Mrs. Jameson gave Tieck a copy of her Char- 
acteristics of Women,“ which, enriched with 
his marginalia, has funnd its way into the Brit- 
ish Museum. Some of his notes are commenda- 
tory, but at the passage where the author speaks 
of Hamlet’s intellect as ‘‘ reposing on the tender 
virgin innocence of Ophelia, Tieck has put two 
interrogation warks and underlined “ virgin in- 
nocence.“ Her analysis of Hamlet's madness 
he pronounces lacherlich.“ In Dresden Mrs. 
Jameson also met Retzsch, of whose outline 
illustrations of Guethe, Burger, and others, she 
secured the publication in London. At Weimar 
she formed a friendship, which was to last as 
long as her Hie, with Govcthe’s daughter-in-law, 
Geeta, in Whose arms the poet died. She meets 

egel at Bonn and finds bim captivating: 
“Conversation may be compared to a lyro with 
seven chords—philosophy, art, poetry, politics, 
love, scandal, and the weather,“ sue says. 
“There are some professors like Paganini, play- 
ing on one string; Schlegel sweeps the whole 
compass of the instrument.

In 1834 Mrs. Jameson met Lady Byron, with 
whose “implacability’ she was at first struck, 
but their acquaintance soon ripened into 
ardent friendship. At this time ner chief 
friends were Harriet Martineau, Mrs. Opie, Mrs. 
Austin, Hayward, and Eastlake, the artist, 


although they are but a fraction of the list of 


her distinguished associates. 

In 1836, in obedience to orders from her hus- 
band, Mrs. Jameson arrived in New York, where 
she remained in great perplexity for sever- 
al weeks, hearing wnotuing from Mr. 
Jameson. She was, however, lionized to 
her heart’s content, receiying courtesies 
from Washington Ixvi aud 8 otbers. 
Her reunion with her husband, which took place 
at Toronto, was productive of no renewal of 
affection, and she seems to have passed most 
of her time while with bim in traveling about 
Canada without him. In 1838 soe tinally sep-

During the twenty-two years of her life fol- 
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ding’s share in this undertaking was larger 
than was at first intended. Mr. Ellis, to whom 
the preparation of the Philosophical works had 
been intrusted, fell ill before be had quite done 
with them; and Mr. Spedding was compelled to 
give them a final revision and supply such defi- 
ciencies in the notes as he found. Mr. Heath 
arranged thé Professional works according to 
the original agreement, and Mr. Spedding the 
Literary works. There still remained a large 
part of the first plan untouched. This contem- 
plated an edition of the Occasional writings of 
Bacon, with a narrative of his life connecting 
them together. The carrying out of this part of 
the scheme involved more labor than all the rest 
of it together; and it could not, from the na- 
ture of the case, employ more than one editor. 


Under these circumstances, Mr. Spedding cour- 
ageously began it in 1859. The first volume of 
the Letters and Life was printed in 1861, and 
the last in 1874. There were seven volumes 
large octavo in all. If printed in a style corre- 
sponding with the American edition of the 
works, the Letters and Life would have made 
fifteen volumes. The American ‘publish- 
ers felt that they would not be justi- 
fied in reprinting. the Life and Letters 
at such length. While the interest in 
Bacon’s works is deservedly great in this coun- 
try, particularly among lawyers, the interest in 
his lite is pot sufficient to ſuduce many persous 
to read fifteen volumes, chiefly concerned with 
personal details. The publishers, therefore, haye 
made an abridgment of the English flare wis 
and Life,” with the consent of Mr. Spedding. 
This abridgment is itself a large work, filling 
two thick volumes of 700 pages each. It is in- 
tended to include all the important parts of Mr. 
Spedding’s narrative, omitting the letters and 
occasional writings of Bacon which are not 
necesary to an understanding of it. The work 
Las thus become ina true aod proper sense a 
Life of Bacon, and is brought within the reach 
of most American readers. It is unquestionably 
the best authority on some parts of the subject 
extant. Nobody else has studied Bacon’s life 
with such diligeuce and affection as Mr. Sped- 
ding; and nobody else has written it witb such 
ability. 

It is unreasonable, 8 to suppose that 
anybody can vow write che life of Bacon to 
the common satisfaction, Basil Montagu’s 
„Life and Writings of Bacon, which was 
printed in Loudon between 1825 and 1834, was 
the first serious effort to “whitewash ’'—if we 
may be permitted the word—the character of 
the Ulustrious Lord Chancellor. Its success in 
this respect was disputed in 1837in the Hun- 
burg erte by Lord Macauiay in an essay 
which has probably done more than any other 
authority to form the opinion of the present 
geueration with reference to Bacon, Since then 
it has seemed almost impossible for any 
biographer to deseride the career ot Bacon 
without taking sides. Those who are not for 
Macaulay’s view are against it. They maintain 
either that Bacon was, as Pope wrote of him in 
“The Essay on Man — 

The wisest. brightest, meanest of mankind, 

or adopt the contrary opinion, that he was of a 
generous and noble disposition, and the victim 
of circumstances. Mr. Spedding belongs to the 
latter party. He justifies Baeon’s treatment of 
Essex, aud excuses, if he does not justify, the 
“receiving of gratuities,"’ which caused the 
impeachment and disgrace of the Lord Chancel- 
jor. Spedding is in all ess@ntial respects 
Montague over again, with the additional ad- 
vantage that Macaulay no longer writes and 
few persons read the Adinburg Review. It is as 
if Montagu should rise from the dead and 
review Macaulay. We feel sure, if he could do 
this, he would say, in substance, as Spedding 
has said in words, that Bacon’s estimate of him- 
self is more impartial than Macaulay’s estimate 
of him, for the reason that “ Self-love 
in a mind which finds its highest 
pleasure in knowing and believing the truth is 
far less fatal to fairness of judgment than the 
love of rhetorical effect in a mind rhetorically 
Cisposed.”’ After this, Macaulay, if he were 
alive, would only be able to demand tnat we 
should examine the record and fairly say what 
it bas to tell us. 

lf Bacon was vot the meanest of mankind, he 
was the most unfortunate. His ingratitude to 
Essex was so commonly believed in at the time 
that he was compelled to publish his Apologie 
in Certaine Imputations Concerning the Late 
Earle of Essex. The fact that such an cxplana- 
tion of his conduct was deemed necessary shows 
that in the estimation of his contemporaries be 
had been ungrateful. The burden of proof, if 
his innocence was to be proved, rested with him. 
The publication of an Apology did not, and 
does not, show that he had a good and sufficient 
explanation to make. Nor is the fact 
that no writings controverting the 
„Apologie have survived till the pres- 
ent day prove that it was con- 
sidered unanswerable at the time. A personal 
plea in his own behalf, made by such a master 
of style as Bacon, had much better chance of 
living than the attacks upon it of contemporary 
writers who nad neither the motive nor the 
ability toenter upon the subject as Bacon did. 
As it was, this and the other minor writings of 
Bacon were only saved by a kind of accident. 
His books were dispersed and lost, and only 
those manuseripts which were intrusted to Dr. 
Rawley were saved. Others which had been 
left to Sir William Boswell, and were by him 
committed to Isaac Gruter, appear to have been 
lost altogether, or to have survived only in tne 
rough drafts. If this was the fate ot part of the 
writings of such a man, Wwnat reason Was there 
to suppose that the productions of pampbleteers 
would be saved? Beside, if there had been no 
answers to the Apologie it would not on 
that account have been established as unauswer- 
abie. The weakness of acause often saves it 
from attack, througn very pity; and, while the 
cause was weak, the defender of it was strong. 
Bacon occupied a position of great power and 
trust when his Apologie“ appeared, and it 
would have been arash thing for au; writer to 
attack his reputation simply to preserve the 
truth of history, particulariy when history 
scemed well able to take vare of itself. Look- 
ing back candidly at the Apologie,“ we can 
only regard it as an ex-parte statement. There 
are facts which even at this distance of time, 
and iu spite of the waut of an advocate to plead 
them, are damning testimony against Bacon. It 
is incontrovertible that Essex made Bacon's 
suit for othce nis own, and endangered his posi- 
tion with Queen Elizabeth to obtain it. Essex’s 
speech to Cecil on behalf of Bacon is an exam- 
ple of importunity for a friend such as there 
are few in history. These were the words of a 
friend indeed: “The attorneyship is that I 
must have for Francis acon; and in 
that I will spend my uttermost credit, 
friendship, and authority against whomsoever.”’ 
Wueu the 8 was filled Essex applied 
for the Solicitorship.for his friend, and, when 
that.was gone, made him a gift of an estate 
worth £2, no inconsiderabie suin as money 
was measured in those days, to soften his die- 
appointment. Now, what return did Bacon 
make for these favors? He advised Essex not 
to enter upon the disastrous expedition to Ire- 
land,—good advice as the issue turned out. But 
advice is cheap, as the sayfng goes. What per- 
sonal sacrifice of time, money, or interest did 
Bacov make on behalf of this munificent patron? 
We are unable to tind that be made any. He 
had constant access to the Queen during the 
period of Essex’s disgrace, but it does not 
appear that he made intercession for him. 
When he was arraigned f high trea- 
Bacon appeared as h prosecutor, 
was the most relentiess of them 
all. His eloquence stirred up a feeling in the 
court which e mercy for x impossible. 
He tried not only to secure conviction, which 
the evidence made sure, but a dread and hatred 
of him among the people and in Parliament 
which should prevent any commutation of his 
sentence. He was extra-official, super-zealous. 
All this time, moreoves, be was not a 
member of the Queen's Council Learned, put 
an extraordinary member. It does not appear 
that he could not have refused to be employed 
in this case without danger tohimself. At any 
rate, the plea that he was acting simply in his 
capacity of lawyer is flimsy and of no account. 
Macaulay says admirably on this head. We

practice as Mr. Spedding asserts, why did not 
Bacon make this plea on bis own behalf? It 
secms remarkable that the wisest man of his 
times should need to wait two centuries to find 
an advocate capable of putting his defense in 
the proper way. Nor is it at all clear that the 
* gratuities’ taken by Bacon did not influence 
his decisions. In two cases they aid not, and 
this fact led to the exposure of his corruption; 
if the same rule had been followed in the other 
cases, it holds to reasou that corruption would 
have been charged ‘much sooner than it was. 
Those who do not get their money’s worth have 
the strongest motive to charge corruption upon 
a Judge whom they have tried to bribe. 
Bacon was more likely, from what we 
know of his character, to take bribes 
from both sides, and taii to satisfy one, than to 
be bribed by one and risk exposure by disap- 
— 3 Mr. Spedding gives away a large 
part of his case when he shows that the Justices 
were required to swear that they would not take 
gratuities before or after deciding cases from 
the parties to it. And Coke citesan act of 
Henry II. extending the same prohibition to 
Chancellors. Mr. Spedding cannot find this act, 
and therefore assumes that it did not exist. But 
witbout it the implication is strong enough from 
the act relating to Justice that the same con- 
duct on the part of the Lord Chancellor would 
be esteemed immoral, and by the common lew 
an impeachable offerse: This — of the 
culpability of Bacon is tbus disposed of by 
Macaulay: ‘“‘The mode of defending Bacon 
seems to us by no means Baconian. To take a 
man’s character for granted, and then from his 
character to inferthe moral quality of his ac- 
tions, is surely a process the reverse of that 
which is recommended in the Youur Organum. 

Bacon’s fame has grown andis growing con- 
stantly since his death. We observe that Dr. 
Draper, in his “ Conflict Between Religion and 
Science, claims the merit of first appiying the 
inductive methed in science for Leonardo da 
Vinci. Baeon’s “ fanciful phiiosopbical sugges- 
tious, “ says Dr. Draper. have never been of 
the slightest practical use. No one has ever 
thought of employing them. Except umong 
English readers, bis name is almost unknown.“ 
We do not pretend to say whether this is an 
accurate statement of fact; Whether it be so or 
not, the truth in regard to Bacon is not altered. 
He did advise the use of the inductive method, 
and did propagate it in England more than any 
other man. Moreover, he has a fame resting 
upon his literary and professional works 
which no scientific tribunal can give or 
take away. This fame is growing and spreading 
because the value of Bacon’s contributions to 
English literature are just beginufug to be com- 
mooly appreciated. The compactvess aud rich- 
ness of his written style bave shut his books 
upon all but thinkers; as the number of these 
latter bave increased, the mines of wealth that 
be left have been more cxplored, and always 
with frujtful results. Mr. Spedding has there- 
fore done a great service to the literary world as 
well asto Bacon in undertaking this new cdition 
of his Life and Works. We canonly regret that 
he has wasted so much space in endeavoring to 
establish a reputation for Bacon, which, from 
the nature of the case, never can be established. 
But we are still grateful for a Life which, even 
in its abridged form, is farthe most complete 
and learned that has ever been printed. (“An 
Account of the Life and Times of Francis Ba- 
con.

BOSTON MONDAY LECTURES. 

Conscience, with Preludes on Current Eveuts. 
By Joseph Cook. Boston: Houghton, Osgood 
& Company. 1879. This is the fourth volume 
of Mr. Cook’s Monday Lectures that has issued 
from the press. The four already published are 
entitled Biology, Transcendentalism, Ortho- 
doxy, Conscience. Twoothersare in press,—one 
on Heredity, and the other on Marriage. Mr. 
Cook commenced his lectures in a small room 
in the fall of 1875. He has now for two seasons 
been addressing immense audiences in Tremont 
Temple, and among his bearers bave been a 
large number of the most cultivated and learned 
men and women of Boston and its vicinity, in- 
cluding buvdreds of clergymen, iawyers, states- 
meu, and educators of the abiest class. It is idle 
to say that a speaker who can for so long a time 
command the attention and interest of so many 
intelligeut and thouguttul people is weak or eu- 
perficia), Mr. Cook is a phenomenon not to be 
accounted for but on the admission that be is a 
man of extraordinary mental power, and that 
bis public work meets a felt want of many in- 
quiring minds. Faults be certainly bas, as evy- 
ery. great man has; but he is no charlatan, no 
egotistical pretender. He is in the broader 
sense scientific, though not a scientist; he is 
philosophical and sharply aualytical, clear and 
incisive in thought and statement, and often 
ex -eedingly brillant and cloquent. 

Tue Preludes in the volume before us pertain 
to a variety of subjects having no special con- 
nection with the topics of the Lectures. It 
scems to be the design of these Preludes to 
quicken the thought and interest of the hearers 
before entering upon the more abstruse discus- 
sions of the Lectures. They are devoted to 
such themes as Iusurrections of Hunger.“ 
d. Bachelor and Family Wages, *‘ Indigent Lnfi- 
delity,”’ ete. Ifthe preludes were all coilected 
from the several volumes, they would of them- 
selves make an exceedingly instructive volume 
of sbort discussions on the questions to which 
they relate. 

Mr. Cook’s lectures on Conscience are among 
the best he has delivered. There are ten of 

„ The title of the firat is Unexplored Re- 
mainders of Conscience. In this he analyzes 
and defines Conscience more closely than any 
other writer with whom we are acquainted. 
We notice, however, one defect in this part of 
his general tuquiry. He docs not tell us what 
Right and Wrong afe; while he defines Con- 
science as “that which perceives’ avd feels 

utness and obligitoriness in choices.” Wit 
2 definition of conscience in sicht, he pr 
ceeds ta consider the views of John Stuart Mill, 
He Spencer, and Matthew Arnold, as well 
as those of Kant, Rothe, and Butler. Mr. Cook 
considers it the office of Conscierce to cause a 

n tote and feel that he ought to choose that 
which is right, and avoid that which is wrong. 
From this he ere’udes the discovery of the 
particular acts which lie in the line of duty, 
about which different minds judge variously 
according to education and circumstances. 
All minds agree in perceiving and feeling that 
they ought to choose the right and shun the 
wrong. The difference occurs as to the par- 
ticular acts that are deemed good orevil. If 
just bere the lecturer had added that the 
conscience always prevounces it the duty of 
every person to choose the bighest good of all 
beings, although it does not teach every one 
how to secure this high end, he would have 
supplied what seems to us the missing link in 
hie argument.

Socialism. By Roswell D. Hitchcock, D. D. 
New York: A. D. F. Randolph & Co. This 
little volume is handsomely bound, and con- 
sists of 111 pages. The discussion is an expan- 
sion of a lecture delivered by Dr. Hitchcock at 
the opening of Union Theological Seminary 
in September, the author being a Professor in 
that institution. 

Socialism is a subject of the highest practical 
interest at the present time. I: is attracting 
public attention in almost every country of 
Europe, as well as in the United States. Dr. 
Hitedcock has brought to the discussion of this 
question his weil-known resources of general 
learning, vigorous thought, and forcible ruet- 
oric. He cousiders Socialism under the four 


heads of Socialism in 
Anti-Communistic, and Christian Socialism. In 
‘the first division he discusses the permanent 
and the variable causes of the inequalities in. 


the conditions of individuals and families, which. 


it is the professed aim of Socialism to remove 
or mitigate. Under the second head he traces 
the history of Communism from the earliest so- 
cial s to the present time, and points out 
‘some of the causes that give it peculiar vigor at 
this dav, especially in our own country. He ex- 
peses the atheism of the more prevalent 
type of Communism, and shows how it 
secks to destroy the family and merge ail 
individual riehts and rivileges in the 
Civil State. This part of the discussion he 
closes with a powerful presentation of the 
working and fruits of:“ The Gospel of ‘Commu- 
uism.“ which must be developed in proportion to 
the extent of its prevalence. At the same time 
he states reasons for the conviction that this 
form of Socialism can never triumph among an 
Anglo-Saxon veople,.who are ever jealous of 
their individual liberties. 

Under the head of “‘Anti-Communistic So- 
cialism. Dr. Hitchcock shows the relations of 
this form of Socialism to trades-unions, strikes, 
and labor parties, and presents many excellent 
practical thoughts that deserve to be seriously 
pondered. 

The last part of the discussion is devoted to 
what the author calls Christian Socialism,” by 
which he means the Christian remedy for the 
evils of modern civilization in its relations to 
the inequalities of social conditions. We ques- 
tion the fitness of the term Christian Social- 
em to describe the thing intended; but the 
meaning is clear, and the putting of the points 
is siugularly forcible and impressive. In this 
connection the author well describes it as “a 
monstrous heresy to sup and say that, char- 
acter being right, condition will take care of it- 
self.“ This has been a great mistake of many 
Christian: people: and ministers. Christianity 
must be earnestly applied to the evils of society, 
if it is to cure them, 

The discussion of Dr. Hitchcock evinces 
throughout a deep sympathy with the suffering 
classes in society, Fn affords a timely cxposi- 
tion of theremedies to be employed for the re- 
moval or mitigation of the wants and sorrows 
that are so widely mwoven with our modern 


civilization.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

Early in 1876, when the demoncetization of the 
silver dollar (in 1873-’4) had begun to attract 
attention, the general subject of silver coinage 
was discussed in a series of articles prioted in 
the Boston and other newspapers. These arti- 
cles were written by Mr. George M. Weston. 
As public attention was aroused by the disclos- 
ure of the legislative fraud, and the silver sub- 
ject greW into a leading political question, the 
demand for information increased, and in all 
parts of the country everything calculated to 
inform men on the subject was eagerly sought. 
There had never been « popular or gencral dis- 
cussion in this country of the opposing policies 
of bi-metallism and mono-metallism, and such a 
discussion attracted general interest. Current 
publucations were barren of information upon a 
subject which was practically new to the Amer- 
ican people. Soon after the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1876 and the settlement of the Electoral 
count, the silver question came to the Iront, 
and during the ear 1877 engrossed 
the public mind, the daily journais giving the 
matter the most earnest and conspicuous 
publication. Beginning in 1876, and continuing 
down to the passage of the Silver bill in Febru- 
ary, 1878, Mr. Weston devotcd his laborious pen 
to the discussion of the whole supject in all its 
details. His articles were printed tn such East- 
ern papers as were not too prejudiced to let the 
other side be heard, and in the bankers’ and 
other magazines, and in the pressail over tue 
country. Several appeared in Tue CHyicaco 
Tuipunt. These articles sre replete with in- 
formation: they contain a fund of practical 
facts, embollished with the opisions and judg- 
ments of the ablest writers in various countries. 
They hove all been collected and published in a 
neat volume of 290 pages, and to tue general 
reador, who has no time to digvst a library, cou- 
tain just what he wants, —4 plain, 
statement of iacts, upon which to form an in- 
telligent judgment. Ali branches of the sub- 
ject are treated in this volume, which we com- 
mend to any person d to learn the his- 
tory of metallic movey, and of the opposing pol- 
icies of gold and silver coin, or sep- 
aratcly.

It seems that the reported Insanity of Tom 
Scott on his recent visit to Europe resulted in a 
singularly sane contract forthe services of thir- 
teen large steam vessels of about 3, 000 tons burden 
each to be but an bis line of freignt-carrying 
vessels, Three of them will leave this side of the 
Atlantic each week, giving an aggregate of 9,000 
tons of freight room weekly, which is no small ad- 
dition, and can scarcely result in any other way 
than a cheapening of freights. The G0c rate now 
obtaining from this city to Liverpool, though ifseif 
a severe cut, will probably be cut into again. The 
forthcoming ‘‘meeting"” to adjust rates may be 
barmonions in verbal result, but very few here ex- 
pect that present tariff rates will be upheld in con- 
sequence. 

Well informed parties here deny the value of the 
conciusions reported by us yesterday in regard to 
deliveries of wheatin the country. They say that 
more cars are now preparing to bring wheat in 
than the recent average, and that it is coming out 
of farmers’ hands, not emptying the warehouses 
at depots. We note that receipts of wheat at 
winter- wheat points are now small. 

The leading produce markets were generally 
stronger yesterday, being to sume extent infinenced 
by the war rumors wimoh filled the air, and perhaps 
also affected in the same direction by the reported 

in freight rates. The British markets were 
dull and easier, but it was explained that such « 


feeling is perfectly compatible with an advance 


here, if the cost of transportation be materially 
reduced. Wheat, corn, and provisions were all 
stronger, and fairly active. 

There was absolutely nothing new to note In con- 
nection with the market for domestic and foren 
dry goods.

Trade continues satisfactory, and prices 
of most kinds are steaaily maintained. Fish are 
dull. Butterand cheese were quoted as before. 
No changes took place in the leather, tobacco, 
bagging, coal, and wood markets. Oils, paints, 
and colors were quoted quiet and steady. 

The lumber market was steady and moderately 
active. Orders are coming in rather free:y from 
the corn districts for common stuff, and the West- 
ern inquiry for dry lumber is fair. The wool mar- 
ket was steady and quiet, though now and then a 
rather liberal order is received. Broom-coru 
was dull and unchanged. Seeds were more 
active and steady, timothy closing a shade higher. 
Hay was dull. The supply of poultry was increas- 
ing, andthe market ruled weak, buyers being anx- 
fous to avoid a repetition of the Thanksgiving ex- 
perience. Game sold to shippers. The street sales 
of potatoes were fair, and car lots were scarce and 
firm.
